and undergrad at Cornell U. He was a ri^t winger and I de- 
bctted him infonnally several times and was generally on opp^ite 
sides during demonstrations, etc. New he is ^jpar^tly a libera 
and he explains his change in views as having originated with 
his discovery of the raciah in the Birch Soc^ty and -^eir con- 
nections with White Citizen's qounoils. He is quite intelligent 
and has always had a reputation for honesty. 

Ridi spke with Bob Nickerson about the JFK burial. Bcto is the son of the corotruction 
manager whose woockers dug the grave. "So far as he kno^re, there was nothing i^gular 
about the work 1hat was dene. Abcut the only interesting item is that Ihe o n . gina1 grave- 
site was intended to be only tenporary; some time later, the coffin was moved to its perm- 
anent resting plaoe a short distance away. The reason for this has something^to do with 
the fact that the mpmrtrnais placed around the permanent site we»e not rea<ty right after 
JFK's death, and there was no room for them at the original site. This doesn't fully 
e 3 q>lain vhy the coffin was moved (’Ihat is, why couldn’t they have o r i gin ally put it in 
its permanent site, despite the unreadiness of the memorials?); however, I’m not so 
sure that this fact can really be considered an "irregularity" vhich needs to be e:q>lained. 
Uhless one believes the 'vegetable theory,' these facts seaE irrelevant. (The Vegetable 
theory' adherents Uat JTK finally did die, and w^ buried vhen the coffin osten- 

sibly conctainigg his tody was transferred — at least, this is what Jerryl tevis seems to 
believe)"

informant throu^ some of his oontacts.
